COAL MINING OH LITTLE BEAVER 


New Railroad Siding and Up-to-Date Coal Hand­ 


ling Machinery to Re Provided. 


The Island Run Coal company 
in 
completing its 
new coal mine 
and 
tipple up Little Beaver creek and will 
soon put out coal for the market. Tie- 
company is building a 700-foot aiding 
on the opposite side of the creek from 
the mine, which lies up the hillside 
1,200 feet from the bed of the creek 
The tipplo, fitted with the most modern 
improvements for rapidly loading cars 
with coal, is also located along the ald 
ing 
The coal is transferred to the 
tipple by a strong wire cable carrying 
( bucket which holds about a ton cf 
oui. 
A long siding will be built from the 
C. & I*, tracks to the mine, and will 
be independent of the street railway 
line that runs up through the roman­ 
tic and wooded section. 
The length 
will be about two miles. The company 
now has ten new coal oars lying on 
a portion of the siding which will be 
used In transporting tho coal out to 
tho C. k P., when the mine is fully 
placed in operation. 
A large force Is 
now employed in tho construction of 
the siding aud foundations of the tip­ 
ple, and the work will be pushed most 
vigorously.

The coal vein is over four feet in 
thickness and of tho fluest quality of 
coal. The mine is located Just on tho 
edge of Beaver county. 
The company 
has a great deal of the coal lands of 
tho sex tion purchased outright, and 
has an option on quite a number of 
lunds adjacent. 
it will employ about 50 mon when 
the mine opens and this will be 
In­ 
creased to about IOO later. 
A largo 
number of mules will be employed 
for the prosent in hauling out the coal 
from the mine. 
No machinery will be 
placed as yet of an electrical charac­ 
ter.

of Columbiana county do not supplant 


their present jail with another saf-1 
and up-to-date,” says the board of vis­ 
itors of Columbiana county in their an­ 
nual report filed with the board of 
slate charities. 
The jail is criticised severely ami 
the 
unwillingness of the county 
to 
build another greatly deplored. 
The 
following excerpt from the report re­ 
veals the opinion of the board on the 
jail: 
“ Of all the Institutions we are called 
upon to visit, the county jail Is the 
only one of which we are ashamed. 
It 
is well kept, hut it is unfit to be in­ 
habited and has been for years. 
It is 
dark, damp, poorly ventilated and bad­ 
ly heated by stoves, to which the pris 
oners have access, and several times 
has been set on fire by reckless pris­ 
oners A year ago one woman confined 
there was so badly burned that 
she 
died shortly after being taken from 
her cell. 
’’The matter of a new building and 
plans for successfully remodeling the 
old one have all been turned down 
The grand jury has been appealed to 
and the matter put to a county vote 
only to be defeated. 
Every board of 
visitors for years has deplored the con 
dition of the jail, but so far It has 
availed nothing. 
‘‘Some terrible catastrophe or whole 
sale jail delivery will happen to awak 
en the people to a sense of duty. 
The 
present arrangement of ceils makes it 
necessary to place the young with the 
hardened criminal, and there are no 
means of proper separate confinement 
of male and female.” 
The infirmary was visited October 
29 and found in first-class order. 
A 
new barn for housing crops and 
a 
new porch to the main building have 
been added during Hie year. Over 1,000 
bushels of potatoes were raised. There 
are 115 Inmates, 85 males and 30 fe 
males. 
Twenty-eight are idots and 12 
incurable insane.

RECORD OF BIRTHS 
REQUIRED BY LAW 


A COMPULSORY STATUTE TO THIS 
END DESIRED. 


Representative Pollock Points Out the 
N ecessity F o r Legislation on 
the Subject. 


Columbus, November 17.— (Special.) 
— Hon. R. A Pollock, of Stark county, 
senator-elect from tho Twenty-first dis­ 
trict, composed of Stark and Carroll 
coonties, stated FrMay afternoon that 
tim general assembly should, ut the 
coming session, enact a law requiring 
that a record <*f every birt ii be certi­ 
fied to th** office of probate judge. 
Ii*' also thought, loo, that it would be 
a good idea to make the measure pro­ 
vide for the filing of notices 
of 
nil 
deaths. 
Some cities of Ohio have by 
ordinance made provision for th*' col­ 
lection of such statistics, end Mr Pol­ 
lock cited some very excellent reasons 
in support of his opinion that some 
such system should be devised to ap 
ply to every municipality in tile state 
He was In favor of the passage of a 
law of the kind mentioned two years 
ago, when he was serving a second 
term as a member of the house of rep­ 
resentatives, but as his time was all 
taken up with labor measures, which* 
had been intrusted to his care, it war 
Impossible for him to devote any tim* 
to the advocacy of the proposition, ll* 
may himself Introduce and try to push 
through a bill of this nature at th* 
coming session. 
"Such a law would be invaluabl* 
and very Inexpensive," said Senator 
elect Pollock. 
"Ry keeping a record of 
all deaths and births the population 
of the state could lu* ascertained at 
any time. 
T here would need to br 
no question as to whether a citizen wa.* 
obi enough to vote; th** record would 
show this. 
Take the question of em 
ployment of child labor. 
In cases 
when* there existed 
doubt 
as 
t* 
whether th** minor at work had reach 
cd the legal age, reference to the rec 
ord would once settle the 
dispute 
This law would have th** effect of re 
moving the temptation to commit per 
jury where th** age of a person was 
an issue." 
Another respect in Which the law 
would be beneficial would be in liti 
gat ion. especially in cases involving 
the settlement of estates aud tin* valid 
tty of the claims of heirs. 
lf Mr 
Pollock champions this measure Ii* 
will have the active support of th* 
mute board of health, which has for 
years been endeavoring to create in 
terest which would lead to th** enact 
ment of such law.

W ashington, Nov. 17 — In a note ad ­ 
dressed to M. Runau-Varllla as m inis­ 
ter plenipotentiary and envoy e x tra ­ 
ordinary of the republic of the isth­ 
mus, M. Ju sseran d , the French e m ­ 
bassador, officially recognized the new 
envoy and informed him he would be 
received at the em bassy by his excel 
leney and duly recognized. 
The am 
bassador’s action 
is 
in 
accordance 
with a cablegram received from the 
French foreign office. 
Tho m inister 
announced 
th at 
J. 
Pierpont Morgan & Co. had accepted 
the appointm ent as financial agents in 
the United States of the Panam a re­ 
public and that 
$300,000 had been 
placed to the credit of the Panama 
governm ent 
The m inister received by cable full 
powers from his governm ent to ad­ 
dress the envoys of all the powers 
represented at W ashington and re­ 
quest recognition at their hands. 
The action of President Marroquln 
in sending a protest to the United 
States senate is regarded by diplo­ 
m atic circles here as a serious breach 
of proprieties, but the m atter proba­ 
bly will not be dealt with in a harsh 
manner. 
Secretary Hay has not yet 
seen the protest, tu t will road it to­ 
day and unofficially the president may 
see if, but it is felt the communica­ 
tion m ight be entirely Ignored if the 
governm ent chose to do so in view of 
the extraordinary course taken in for­ 
w arding it. 


Mutual Exchange of Good Wishes. 
Panam a, 
Nov. 
17.—R ear 
Admiral 
W alker, who is practically President 
Roosevelt’s representative on the isth ­ 
mus, and Consul General Gudger, who 
is here to direct th e relations of the 
United States with the de facto gov­ 
ernm ent, called at th e palace and in 
the nam e of the United States govern­ 
ment paid their respects to the mem­ 
bers of the junta. R ear Admiral W al­ 
ker presented a le tte r from President 
Roosevelt and there were mutual ex­ 
changes of good wishes. 
Otherwise 
the visit was quite informal. 
The visit of R ear Admiral W alker 
and Consul General Gudger has been 
construed by the Junta and by the peo- 
pie of Panam a as a formal official rec­ 
ognition of the new republic and has 
provoked many expressions of satis­ 
faction and congratulations upon tho 
new order of things. 
It is understood 
th at Admiral W alker will report to 
President Roosevelt upon the isthm ian 
situation and act in an advisory capac­ 
ity to Mr. Gudger, who is well liked 
here. 
R ear Admiral W alker returned 
to Colon in th e afternoon. 
Commission Sent to Colon. 
The junta appointed a commission 
composed of Senors Arias and Espi­ 
nosa to proceed at once to Colon and 
confer on board the United States shin 
Mayflower w ith the Colombians who 
arrived there on w hat is understood to 
be a peace mission. 
The so-called 
peace com m issioners are from the de­ 
partm ent of Bolivar, but it is not ye* 
known w hether they are authorized to 
represent the Bogota governm ent ; r 
w hether they come on behalf of the 
departm ent of Bolivar to recognize 
the new republic. 
If the com m issioners represent the 
Bogota governm ent and are properly 
empowered to and do recognize the 
republic of Panam a the m atter of re­ 
m uneration to Colombia for the loss 
of the isthm us may be broached. The 
Panam anian comm issioners, however, 
are fully determ ined to do nothing 
th a t may in any way weaken the po- 
Bitlon of the young republic or endan­ 
ger the Independence of the isthmus.
